rushed south with which to cremate 
the bodies. 
T he official report of General Alforo 
Obregon, 
the insurgent commander, 
stated that the federal killed alone 
numbered 500, with 200 Huerta sol­ 
diers

prisoners.

have been executing all commissioned 
officers captured, wounded or unhurt. 
T here has been little lighting since 
Sunday. 
Driven to the last stution 
north of the gulf port, the remnants 
of the federal arm y of some 2,500 
found itself cut off from further re­ 
treat.

Nogales, Ariz., May 13.— More than 
500 dead are lying on the field above 
Guaymas, resulting from three days’ 
desperate fighting last week. 
Colonel 
Juan Cabral, who arrived at Hermosil- 
lo from the front, reported that he had 
estimated the killed to exceed 600. A 
trainload 
of oil 
and 
firewood 
was 
rushed south with which to cremate 
the bodies. 


The official report of General Alfero 
Obregon, the 
insurgent commander, 
stated that the federal killed alone 
numbered 500, with 200 Huerta sol­ 
diers taken 
prisoners. 
Both 
sides 
have been executing all com missioned 
officers captured, wounded or unhurt. 
There has been little fighting since 
Sunday. 
Driven to the last station 
north of the gulf port, the remnants 
of the federal arm y of some 2,500 
found itself cut off from further re­ 
treat. 
Believing that lack of food and 
water soon would force a surrender 
the state troops c o n te n ts themselves 
with holding the federals In their po­ 
sition, occasionally h arassin g the ex­ 
treme lines when any attempt was 
made to move toward Guaymas. 
The 
200 federals left in Guaymas did not 
move from the town. 


SULTAN TO GIVE SECURITY 


New York Judge 
Rules In Suit for 
an Estate. 


New York, M ay 13.— The sultan of 
Turkey, through his legal representa­ 
tive, was notifitd that In an American 
law court his position is the same as 
that of the humblest subject. 
The question of the sultan’s rights 
as a litigant arose in the supreme 
court, which has before it the Turk­ 
ish ruler’s suit to get possession of 
$10,000 Insurance on the life of H. S. 
Tavshanjian, 
a 
wealthy 
Arm inian 
merchant who was assassinated here 
In 1907. 
The policy In question was 
in favor of M r Tavshanjlan's mother, 
who until her death, three years ago, 
lived in Armenia. 
Justice Davis heard arguments on 
the dem urrer to the sultan’s action 
Interposed by the custodians of the 
Tavshanjian 
estate 
in 
New 
York. 
These defendants asked that the sul­ 
tan give the customary security for 
the payment of costs. 


PRAISES STATE REGULATION 


Minnesota 
Governor 
Studies 
Condi­ 
tions In New York. 


New' York, May 13.— Governor Eb- 
erhart of Minnesota has been spend­ 
ing a few days in New' York examin­ 
ing the work of the city public service 
commission. Before leaving for Cam­ 
bridge to address the Minnesota club 
of Harvard university the governor 
expressed 
admiration for what 
has 
been accomplished in New York by 
the state regulation of public utili­ 
ties and announced 
that he 
would 
call a special session of the Minne­ 
sota legislature to enact a law simi­ 
lar to that which is in force in New 
York. 
"A fter studying the working of your 
public utilities law' here T am abso­ 
lutely confident that state control of 
public utilities Is right and that it Is 
the only effective control,” said the 
governor. 


PLOT TO BLAST TRAIN FAILS 


Dynamite Found Under Joints of Rails 
Ahead of Passenger. 


Uniontown, Ba., May 13.— An alleged 
attempt to blow' up the Brownsville- 
Unlontown passenger on the Mononga­ 
hela railroad at Leckrone, near here, 
has caused much excitement and a 
rigid Investigation is being made. 
A trackw alker found nine sticks of 
dynamite which had been placed un­ 
der the points of the rails. 
The jar 
of the train would have exploded the 
dynamite. 
The passenger train w'as flagged a 
short time after the dynamite was dis­ 
covered. 
The train carried $20,000 for 
the payment of miners of the Consoli­ 
dated Connellsville Coke company at 
Mount Sterling.

A subcommittee wras appointed to 
consider thirty questions to bankers 
and financial experts on how and why 
the national financial system should 
be changed, but has had no meeting 
so far. 
It was the opinion that when these 
questions. 
submitted 
by 
Senator 
Hitchcock, are taken up they w ill be 
considered In relation to a definite 
bill. 
Representative Glass had a brief 
conference with the president about 
the personnel of the house banking 
and currency committee, over which 
the former is to preside.

Senator Bacon of Georgia 
said on the floor of the senate that if 
"congress does Its full duty, transacts 
the pressing public business necessary’ 
for this great government, attends to 
all the work it should do, the days of 
short sessions aud long congressional 
recesses have gone forever.” 
No doubt hundreds of men, rich, but 
not so rich as H ill, heartily indorse 
what the railroad m agnatl says, but 
the people w ill indorse Bacon. 
In the 
struggle for English lll>erty it was 
finally found necessary to compel the 
meeting of parliaments instead of hav­ 
ing long periods when the government 
was in tile hands of a few persons.

HAMMERS RECALL 


Former President Fears Anarchy 


and Despotism. 


New Haven, Conn., M ay 13.— In his 
fourth lecture on "Som e Questions of 
Modern Government,” at Yale, Pro­ 
fessor W illiam II. Taft characterized 
the form of government advocated by 
the Progressives as “ hair trigger and 
leading to anarchy and a despotism of 
the m ajority.” 
Professor T aft’s 
statements 
were 
made in connection with his discus­ 
sion of the recall of executive and ad­ 
m inistrative officers. 
He promised at 
a later date to discuss the recall of 
judicial decisions, which embodies the 
recall of Judges. 
“ The objection to the recall is not 
that it takes away the office from the 
official,” he said, “ but that it is an ob­ 
stacle to the efficiency of the govern­ 
ment.
